Check in is 
at 7 a.m. on Saturday, June 22, because 
SCTA wants to have the trial over by 2 
p.m. This will allow driving time to 
make the P.I.T.S. NoCal Round, set for 
Sunday June 23 at Red Dog northeast 
of Auburn, California. Whew.

Reigning 125 world motocross 
champion, Belgian André Malherbe, 
regained the lead in the 1974 title chase 
taking a third and a first for Zundapp in 
the Dutch 125 GP. The 18 year-old 
apparently can ride sand tracks just fine. 
Husqvarna won their first 125 GP moto 
under Belgian Gilbert De Roover. In the 
500 support class international, Dutch 
Suzuki pilot Gerrit Wolsink beat 
transplanted countryman and U.S. 500 
Champion Pierre Karsmakers. 


Marcia Holley and Mary MaGee are 
riding the S.C.O.R.E. 500 on a 
sponsored 125 Husky. 


As well as taking fourth in her class at 
the Viewfinders GP, Marcia also took 
the cover shot last week. 


At last Armco (of barrier infamy) does 
something for motorcycles: Armco 
slotted drainpipe, which allows freeway 
designers to do away with drop-away 
drains and catch-basins. On test 
stretches of freeway, these 
endo-producing shoulder hazards are 
replaced with a gently sloping 
continuous drain channel which an 
errant motorcyclist can ride in and out 
of if by chance he finds himself 
off-road. And survive, even. * 


A road race school, taught by Alan 
Engle of Palos Verdes, CA, has been 
made part of an expanded two-day 
program at Arizona’s Phoenix 
Raceways. First two-day bash under the 
new format is June 15-16. Fee for the 
Saturday school and/or practice is $5 to 
cover insurance. 


Team Bultaco motocross whiz Jim 
Pomeroy has joined the list of Pennzoil 
riders. The first American to win an FIM 
World Championship event will use the 
popular Pennzoil 2-Stroke Motorcycle 
Oil in his quest for MX championships. 


The sidehack team of 
Zaremba/Plummer (Yankee) finished 
the Sunday half of the Greenhorn 
Enduro, arriving 20 minutes late in 
Pasadena. Too bad they didn’t try to 
ride the Saturday section. 


MV out, Suzuki in? A last-minute phone 
call from Count Agusta himself pulled 
the MV Fours out of the 350 class at a 
Misano, Italy race meet, leaving Ago to 
dominate a virtually all-Yamaha field in 
that displacement class. While MV 
apparently intends to vacate the 350 
class to concentrate on the 500 struggle, 
the British press claims that Suzuki 
intends to field a 350cc version of its 
four cylinder GP bike. 


Bill Adams sez that if you lay your 
Honda 250 Elsinore on its left side to 
play with the clutch, etc. make sure it 
ain’t resting on the gearshift lever when 
you reassemble the sidecase. Otherwise, 
the sidecase won’t seat correctly and the 
resulting slop can allow the shifting arm 
to hit the clutch assembly. Price of this 
lesson is $90.

International 
starting field 
for Superbowl 
announced 


MediaMax, promoters of the third 
annual Superbowl of Motocross, 
have announced the start list for 
the 250 International class fea- 
tured in this year’s spectacular 
inside the Los Angeles Coliseum. 
Three 25-minute motos will deter- 
mine the winner of this event 
which is rapidly approaching classic 
status as the first of the successful 
“stadium” motocross events. 

The overseas contingent of riders is 
headed by three times and current 500 
class motocross World Champion Roger 
DeCoster of Belgium riding a works RH 
Suzuki. He is backed up by Suzuki 
teammate Gerrit Wolsink, a Dutch 
dentist, who was also second Overall in 
the 1973 TransAMA international 
series. Also on the list are Czechs 
Jaroslav Falta and Antonin Baborovsky 
riding Czech-built factory CZs.. Falta 
was, as of presstime, second in world 
250 motocross standings. Swedes 
Nils-Arne Nilsson and Jan-Eric Sallqvist 
will be riding Husqvarna and Kawasaki 
machines, respectively. 

Newest Belgian international 
sensation, Raymond Boven, is scheduled 
to appear on his works Montesa, on 
which he won the first leg of the 
Spanish GP this year. Husqvarna’s 
newest factory rider, Paolo Piron of 
Italy, will represent that firm. Unknown 
factors in the non-USA contingent are 
Jose Szupin of Yugoslavia and Claudio 
Pesce of Argentina. Claudio will be 
mounted on a Honda Elsinore, the only 
foreign rider on the popular Japanese 
marque. 

Reigning U.S. 250 motocross 
champion Gary Jones has switched to 
Can-Am and will act as captain of the 
American contingent. Other top 
American riders in the International 
class are Marty Tripes (Husqvarna) who 
has won the previous two Superbowls at 
the tender ages of 16 and 17. He is 
favored to repeat this year. Also coming 
to the start gate will be Brad Lackey, 
returning from the Grand Prix circuit to 
ride for Husqvarna in this event; Jim 
Weinert, Kawasaki factory rider; Rich 
Thorwaldson, Team Suzuki; Tony 
DiStefano, who has established himself 
as the top American privateer in 
competition today on a CZ; wild Bill 
Grossi, new Honda team member; fast 
Southern California hotshoe Ken Zahrt 
for Bultaco; Texan Steve Stackable 
riding a very special Maico for U.S. 
Sports of Dallas; and Peter Lamppu, 
Montesa’s American factory rider and 
veteran of many years of international 
motocross, 

The 500 support class is made up of 
a selection of U.S. riders that reads like 
a line-up for a national championship. 
Motocross fans will recognize the names 
Staten, Holcomb, Clark, Mayes, Payne, 
Clements, Larsson, Chaplin, Johnston, 
and Darnell. 

In the event that any of the listed 
American riders cannot ride the 250 
International class (due to injury, bike 
unavailability, or the like), five alternate 
riders have been named, who also have 
first option of riding in the 500 class if 
they so choose. The first five are Buck 
Murphy (Penton), Ron Pomeroy 
(Bultaco), John DeSoto (Yamaha), Gary 
Semics (Husqvarna), and Rich Eierstedt 
(Honda). The latter two are official 
team riders for the factories named and 
may elect to try for a win in the 500 
class rather than wait out a cancellation 
in the 250 International. 

Also scheduled are the top 60 
Southern California high school 
motocross riders in a series of pre-race 
eliminations with the final 
championship moto to be run off during 
intermission between the national and 
international motos. This event will 
determine the top high school MXers in 
Southern California, at least until next 
year. z e

The combination of the two Flint, 
Michigan residents, Keener and Markel, 
proved unbeatable over the Louisville 
Downs half-mile as Keener set fast 
qualifying time at 26.004 seconds, 
turned in fast heat time and then plain 
ran away from the rest of the 14-man 
field in the feature event. 

Heats 

Keener won the opening heat by a 
bike length over former Grand National 
Champion Mert Lawwill, but Mike Kidd 
drew the most attention. Kidd had been 


set back on the penalty line by starter 
Duke Pennell and he turned in a ten-lap 
charge that won him third place and a 
direct transfer to the National. Grand 
National. Champion Kenny Roberts 
could only manage a sixth behind the 
three front runners, plus John Hateley 
and Darryl Furst. 

Charlie Seale won handily over Scott 
Brelsford but the fight for third was the 
crowd pleaser in the second heat. 
Jimmy Maness, Gene Romero and Scott 
Drake waged a running battle that saw 
the last direct transfer position 
exchange hands on every lap. Maness 
took that spot at the checkers over 
Romero and Drake. 

Harley factory team member Rex 
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Beauchamp held the lead through lap 
six of the third heat, but Pennsylvania’s 
Billy Eves took it away and went on to 
win and place his Triumph in the 
National. Behind - those two, Chuck 
Palmgren, aboard his Dan Gurney 
sponsored Yamaha, and yet another 
Harley factory rider — Gary Scott 
argued over third with Scott prevailing. 

The fourth and final heat was all 
Hank Scott. The younger brother of 
Gary rode his Drew Pate Harley to a 
relatively “easy” win with Jim Rice and 
Dave Sehl making it a 1-2-3 heat for the 
orange and black Milwaukee marque. 
Dick Mann had his Champion 
Frames/Hap Jones Yamaha in the hunt 
but the motor sickened on the eighth 
lap and Bugs was sent packing, 

Semis 

Only the winners of the two semis 
would advance to the National and 
included in the list of semi competitors 
were three Grand National Champions 
— Kenny Roberts, the current Number 
One, Gene Romero and Mark Brelsford. 

Harley mounted Doug Sehl took the 
lead and held it for five laps in the first 
semi only to have “something in the top 
end” let go. Roberts, who had been 
running a distant second, inherited the 
lead and went on to the win a good 
distance ahead of his teammate, Gene 
Romero. 

Semi number two turned out to be 
the race of the night. Chuck Palmgren 
took the lead at the drop of the green 
and was apparently on his way to the 
win when Rooney Bailey unloaded 
heavily in turn three on the fourth lap. 
The race was red flagged and a single file 
restart set up. Palmgren took the lead 
again but couldn’t lose young Steve 
Baker who moved his Yamaha alongside 
and then ahead of Palmgren on the 
seventh go-around. The pair crossed the 
start/finish line side by side for the next 
two laps and coming out of turn four it 
was either one’s race. Suddenly, out of 
nowhere, if a close third can be 
considered that, came Harley-mounted 
Teddy Newton, Newton blew by 
Palmgren and Baker at the line for the 
win and the final transfer spot. 


National 

Harley-Davidson owned the starting 
grid with the exception of Mike Kidd, 
Billy Eves and Kenny Roberts. Keener 
was the odds-on favorite, but trackside 
observers remarked that Dave Sehl had 
won the event three times. The 20-lap 
National was all Corky Keener. By the 
third lap he had pulled out a lead that 
he lengthened every lap until he settled 
down with certain victory in hand at the 
halfway flags. 

Behind Keener, positions changed on 
each lap. Georgia’s Jimmy Maness held 
down second for three laps only to have 
Dave Sehl take it away. Billy Eves 
unloaded in turn four on the second lap 
and Rex Beauchamp went out on lap 
eight with mechanical problems. 

Lap nine saw Maness shoved back to 
fourth by Gary Scott. Mike Kidd began 
to draw the attention of the sellout 
crowd when he diced with Mert Lawwill 
for several laps before beginning another 
charge that would eventually land him 
on the victory podium. 

Keener was long gone by the 15th 
lap when Gary Scott got by Dave Sehl 
for the runnerup spot. The only change 
after that was provided by Kidd as he 
berserked his way around Maness on the 
seventeenth lap and nailed Sehl on the 
last circuit to take third. 

Corky popped the cork on the 
winner’s champagne and dousing 
himself gave Scott and Kidd the same 
treatment. Off to the side of the 
celebration, Bart Markel and Robby 
Boone were hugging each other. Bart’s 
wife, Jo Ann, told the world that this 
was the greatest National she had ever 
seen because, “Bart wasn’t racing so I 
wasn’t as nervous as I used to be. But he 
prepared the bike and I feel that’s as 
good as winning as a rider. Oh, that 
Corky!” 2

Dicing for 
DRA dollars 
in the desert 


ADELANTO, CAL., JUNE 2 

Desert Racing Association hosted 
the Iron Mountain Snake Chase 
this weekend, and while many 
were chasing the Snake, Benny 
Padilla and Kevin Hasten were 
caught up in playing the racing 
game called, “Dicing for Dollars.” 

At 9:00 am. a good sized 
turnout of riders (about 400) were off 
heading to the smoke about two miles 
out on a little knoll. At the bomb it was 
Benny Padilla aboard a sponsored 250 
Gringo with Kevin Hasten pushing his 
400 CZ right behind on the right. Jim 
Francis straddling a 360 Yamaha was 
challenging for the lead on the left and 
it was hard to tell who was-faster at that 
point. Paul Greenwood was putting his 
well rested 400 Husky back into motion 
as he has been out of racing the past 
three or four months. The lay-off was 
not affecting his riding as he hit the 
bomb running fourth Overall. Following 
Greenwood was Jim Irby riding a 360 
Yamaha, John Steen aboard a 250 
Honda, and Howard McCasland on a 
400 Husky, all hitting the bomb at the 
same time. It looked like there was 
going to be some good racing going on 
with this group, as Greenwood, Irby, 
Steen and McCasland were all looking at 
the Amateur money. 

Past the smoke the course jumped 
into a neat little sandwash. that was 
shades of the early 1960s, when a wash 
was 50 feet wide, had walls on both 
sides and you were able to sit on the 
seat, (due to the lack of whoop-de-doos) 
and drop your big TR-6 into fourth gear 
at about 95 MPH. 

The TR-6 has been replaced with 
more sophisticated equipment over the 
years and at the halfway point there was 
this strange sounding thing called a 
“Gringo” way out in the front with a 
rider called Benny Padilla on the pegs. 
Somehow, ‘‘Padilla” and “Gringo” just 
don’t sound like the perfect match but 
tell that to Hastens and all the other 
guys doing hand stands just to stay in 
Padilla’s dust. Kevin Hastens was 
holding down a strong s¢cond with John 
Steen running third and Bill Saltzman 
now making a remarkable recovery from 
a bad start in fourth. Paul Greenwood, 
after having a bout with a large rock, 
(the kind that reach out and relieve you 
of your brake pedal and other 
non-essential parts of your scooter), was 
holding down fifth as they topped the 
hills. He was having one of those hair 
raising rides normally encountered on a 
tricky downhill with no brakes. Jim 
Irby was now in sixth place and trying 
to hold off Howard McCasland who was 


not ready to give Jim first Open 
Amateur without a battle. 
Speaking of battles, Gus Paull, 


DRA’s Number One Open class rider 
was having a little skirmish of his own.

His biggest opponent was not his fellow 
riders, but his trusty old Husky that he 
had tricked-up last week. You~know, 
move the old shocks forward and all 
your troubles are over, so they say. Well 
the troubles were not over and the old 
Husky just wasn’t going for the change 
but Gus was putting it through its paces 
and moving up despite the difference of 
opinion between bike and rider. 

Coming into the last leg of the first 
loop, Padilla and Gringo bike got into a 
little misunderstanding and the Gringo 
threw its chain. The lead at that point 
was not great enough to hold back 
Hastens who took over and led into the 
pits at the end of loop one. Following 
Hastens’ Husky was Padilla (who 
managed to replace his chain quickly), 
John Steen (now running first 250 
Amateur), and Bill Saltzman on his 
self-tuned Husky. Following Saltzman it 
was. McCasland, Irby and Jim Francis. 
The course was fast as the leaders 
turned the 30.4 mile loop in 34 
minutes. 

The Beginners were well under way 
and taking an early lead was Gary 
Kerns riding a 400 Suzuki. Following 
Gary very closely was David Praiswater 
on a 250 Honda and Jerry Leath aboard 
a 500 Yamaha. Gary was unable to hold 
his lead and hard riding David took 
advantage of the situation to stick his 
250 Honda out front. Jerry Leath was 
now holding down a comfortable second 
Overall, first Open bike as they came 
through the pits, ending loop one. 

The second loop was not going to 
have .a big effect on the finishing 
positions of our Amateur/Expert 
leaders, The dust was really starting to 
linger and with the exception of our 
two battling Amateurs the winners had 
already been determined; the Experts 
held their own all the way around. 

Coming into the pits for the checker 
flag was Kevin Hastens on a 400 CZ. 
Kevin had stated on Saturday that his 
bike felt good, he was ready and going 
to make more than just the “usual” 
effort to pick up the win on Sunday. 
Sometimes gut feeling is rewarding if 
the energy to cultivate it is taken. 
Hastens’ reward was $100 for first 
Overall. Benny Padilla took the flag 
second Overall, picked up first 250 
Expert and $25 on his Gringo. This was 
Benny’s first DRA race since April ‘71 
and he stated that he enjoyed the course 
and had one good race going with 
Hastens until his chain ate it. 

Following right in was Bill Saltzman 
on his 400 Husky for third Overall and 
second Open Expert. Jim Irby won out 
in the battle for first Amateur and $50, 
riding a Shell Motors tuned 360 
Yamaha. Fifth Overall and third Open 
Expert went to Jim Francis riding for 
Crown Cycle on a 360 Yamaha with Bill 
Conroy riding his first desert event on a 
400 Husky picking up sixth Overall and 
second Open Amateur. Conroy is a 
motocrosser and made a good show in 
the desert coming’ up from 32nd 
halfway around loop one. 

Bob Coleman picked up the Novice 
money finishing seventh Overall and 








first 250 Novice on a 250 Husky. Steve 
Martin pulled in eighth Overall and first 
0-200 along with $25 on a 175 
Kawasaki riding out of Draco’s 
Kawasaki. Rounding out the top 10 was 
Dean Hammond riding a 250 KTM today 
picking up second 250 Expert followed 
in by Paul Greenwood on a 400 Husky. 

Don Rotundo turned in a good ride 
today taking first place Open Novice on 
a 500 Yamaha. Don’s had a string of 
bad luck lately but things are looking 
better. 

Patrick Jones got it together and 
scooped up first 175 Novice, and

Herman Soos pulled in first 125 Novice 
on a Penton. 

The Dennis guys picked up the 100 
and 125 Amateur wins today; Dennis 
Greene on a 100 Harley and Dennis 
McLaughlin aboard a 125 Honda and 
finished in that order. 

Heading up the Beginner race and 
first Overall was Jerry Leath who moved 
up from second on loop one to the win 
riding a 500 Yamaha. Ken Mann aboard 
a 250 Bultaco managed to pick it up a 
bit on the second loop for a respectful 
second Overall, first 250. Following in 
Ken was Dan Bernardino on a 125 
Honda, David Praisewater riding a 250 
Honda and Gino Prudholm aboard a 
175 Yamaha. 

Tim Plant took first 100 honors on a 
Hodaka, acing out Bill Bruce riding a 
100 Yamaha to second place. Pat Dew 
showed the ladies the way around today 
taking first Powder Puff and Little Tim

import Phillipe DeLespinay in 125 


GP class that about wore him out 
for the 250 race. The monthly 
CMC club race drew a mixed bag 
of production and GP road racers, 
as well as 20 Cafe class riders. 
Operations were hampered when the 
radio crew, caught in a scheduling 
conflict, failed to show. The lack of a 
radio net had promoter Pat Manning 
going about like a (quote) “‘blue-arsed 
fly,” but with a bit of help from the 
racers, the program went off with 
minimum delay. 

Harry Klinzman, still a Junior (for 
how long?) won two races outright 
(Open GP, 350 GP) and was second in 
another (250 GP) ‘behind Senior Pat 
Evans. No breaks in the Yamaha 
stranglehold in any of these classes. 

Nor were there any breaks in 125 
GP, but the inter- Yamaha skirmishing in 
that class made it the day’s standout 
race. Mike Baeder out-dragged a field of 
11 TA-125’s and assorted spear carriers 
into Turn One and held on most of the 
way around the end of the drag strip. 
Then DeLespinay nipped by going 
behind the tower and the chase was on. 
Baeder re-took the lead going into the 
second lap, then lost it again. On the 
third lap, Mike almost high-sided 
chasing DeLespinay through the 
chicane, but recovered to take the lead 
back on Lap Four. He held on until Lap 
Six when DeLespinay beat him into 
Turn One, then Mike re-passed coming 
out on Turn Four, The following lap, 
DeLespinay nipped Baeder again coming 
off the dragstrip, but this time got wide 
in Turn One, allowing Baeder to cut 
under him to grab the lead back. 

From that point on, Mike held his 
line and kept DeLespinay at bay, but 
the drama wasn’t quite over. Rudy 
Galindo began to make a move from his 
fourth position, after many laps of 
watchful waiting. On the last lap, after 
putting John Weed behind him 
(Hoorah!), Galindo made an incredible 
charge out of Turn Four (shaving the 
light standard ‘by a whisker), passed 
DeLespinay, and closed within a wheel 
of Baeder before they hit the chicane. 
Then Rudy seemed to fade as the trio 
headed out for the esses, because at the 
checker he was stuffed back into third 
to score as second Senior. (DeLespinay 
was signed as a Junior.) 


The torrid 125 race told on many of 
the riders who turned over immediately 
to ride the 250 GP. At Turn One, 
keeping track of those who went off 
down the escape chute, either on their 
own or with help, got to be a full-time 
job. Among the victims: Mike Baeder on 
Lap Three, Allan Engle on Lap Four, 
and on the same lap Wally Karpyneck 
with Kent Rockwell for company. 
Rockwell got back into the fray clean, 
but Karpyneck’s engine died, forcing 
him to do some fast shuffling to get 
going again. Then on Lap Seven Bob 
Hartley shunted Dick Fuller off down 
the escape chute to end their 
back-and-forth duel over seventh place. 
Seconds later Norman Fraijo locked 
everything up and shot across Baeder’s 
nose in his impromptu trip down the 
dragstrip. 


Amidst all this high drama mixed 
with low comédy, Pat Evans ran away 
and hid from everybody, followed at a 
respectable distance by Harry Klinzman 
after Harry finally put a feisty Rudy 
Galindo behind him for good. 


Among the Production troops, Wally 
Karpyneck had better luck, managing to 
insert his Suzuki into the leading 
phalanx of Yamahas for first 250, while 
Rod Murufas ducked off and won the 
Overall. 


In the Cafe class, anything went, as 
long as it was (technically) street legal. 
This week’s hot set-up was the 
combination of Keith Code on a 500 
Honda with a Kerker exhaust system 
and much relevant internal work. What 
a sound! Code, using all the pavement 
and dragging an occasional peg, led the 
class wire-to-wire, then went on to win 
the 500 GP class later in the day. 
(Klinzman ran his 350 in Open GP). 


Doug Snavely had a horrifying crash 
when he got his Cafe class Honda off in 
the dirt setting up for Turn Eight. The 
heavy machine flattened almost 100 
feet of chain-link fence before vaulting 
over and ending up in a tree. Snavely 
sustained multiple fractures; and was 
taken away with fears of a broken neck, 
It was announced over the track PA 
after a call to the hospital that Doug’s 
neck was not broken, which gave at 
least partial relief to everyone. e

rocks or the road crossings didn’t 
get you, then the heat and 
numerous sandhills did.

After Larry dropped out, Doug 
Winchell and Kevin Hasten battled for 
the lead, resulting in Winchell’s win by a 
wide margin as Kevin collapsed his rear 
wheel. 

Is it true that Art Knapp never stops 
for his home check? Come to think of it, 
I would hate to have to jump out in 
front of him, especially when the 
former Number One was going after a 
500 class win, In fact, all of the riders 
who battle it out in the 500 class for 
top honors were up in the overall 
runnings. Knapp was first, while A.C. 
Bakken was second, Bob Balentine, 
third; Smokebomb Geatz, fourth; and 
Mike Caudillo, fifth. 

Intermingled with these top 500 class 
riders was Nevada desert ace, Steve 
Harden on a 250 Husky and Jeff Kirk, 
who will receive points for second place 
finish, since Harden is not a District 37 
racer. 

Andy Kirker seems to finish only 
two ways; not at all or first 175 Expert. 
This is just another of a dozen or so 
class firsts for Kirker, who missed 
several races with a broken collarbone. 
As Kirker has had his share of firsts in 
this class, Jeff Jefferies and Gary 
Conner have had their share of seconds 
and thirds; this week was no exception. 
Kirker finished twelfth Overall, ahead of 
Mark Adent, who was not riding as at 
the beginning of the year. Maybe. after 
riding the ISDT qualifiers this year since 
switching to a Penton, he needs a time 
schedule to go fast. 


Wayne Cook was the rider just before 
Kirker at the finish line picking up third 
District 37 Expert, excluding Nevadan 
Harden. With Jim Wotring not finishing 
on top lately, Cook looks to be closing 
in on Wotring’s Number One 250 point 
lead, along with Jeff Kirk. 

Back in the Amateurs, it was Chuck 
Carr getting by Mike Powers, who got 
sick on the second loop after loosing his 
kidney belt. 

The 250 Amateurs’ were shown 
around the course by Gary Chaters 
(Bul). Two of these riders included 
Birdie Greenberg and Larry Lariviere, 
who were second and third 250 
Amateurs to receive finisher pins. 

Rich Smith, Mike Eckhart, and John 
Chestnutt were the top three finishers in 
the 175 Amateur class, while Jaime 
Haas, Jim Squires, and David Doney did 
the same as 100 Amateurs. 

Fifteen minutes later, it was Bob 
Wadlow leading the Novice at the bomb. 
Several of the Novices never even saw 
the first check, and when I got there, 
more were coming in from the wrong 
direction than the right one. I was in the 
top ten, until about five miles after the 
check, Wadlow, Louis Darling on a baby 
Elsinore, William Wolfson, and John 
White all stopped, as if they were lost. I 
kept going, picking up red and white 
ribbon so I knew I was on course. I led 
for a while, until Wadlow realized what 
was happening and got going again, 
passing me after I missed a turn. 

The battle for first Novice was over, 
as Wadlow turned the throttle to full 
lock and held it there until the finish. 
Louis Darling held on to his Honda to 
finish first 175 Novice, way up in the 
Overall standings. William Wolfson 
passed me about three miles from the 


finish, on his DT-1 to finish second 250 
Novice, while I was third. Another 
Spokebender on a CZ like Wadlow’s, 
Andres Thalmann, was fourth. You may 
not recognize these names, but I’m sure 
you’ve seen Thalmann around the pits 
before — the 250 Novice with the 88x 
on his plate. 

John White (Suz) was first 500 
Novice to finish ahead of Russell Collins 
and Don McElfresh, Jim Harper was also 
way up Overall, on a 125 Yamaha for 
second, while M.E. Smith was third. 

Jody Belknap led the Trail Novices 
for most of the race, including where it 
counted most — at the finish line. 
Brother of first Trail Expert, Bob 
Rutten, Tom Rutten was second Trail 
Novice. Nicholas Peffer and John 
Tarrant kept their smallbores screaming 


‘around the sandy course for third and 


fourth. 

Trudi Beck, top Powder Puff rider 
has finished more D-37 desert races than 
most men have ever started. She just 
turned Amateur in the Powder Puff 
division, so went out and took the 
Overall Powder Puff win on her Husky. 

Once again, there was some 
bare-assing going on with the Rovers 
coming out worst this weekend, almost 
being washed down the hill. Will revenge 
be sought next weekend? Someone stole 


. the pit racer dummy hanging 30 feet in 


the air, clothed in full racing apparel, 
and the Squirrels would appreciate its 
return with no questions asked. 

One thing the finishers will 
remember after running up and down 
sand hills, bouncing over endless huge 
whop-de-dos, going down tight, 
winding, rocky downhills, or unloading 
at the several road crossings, was the ice 
water the Squirrels provided at the 
finish giving back life to a bunch of 
tired desert racers. e

Roadrunner Il: 


CRC’s best enduro ever— 
with tootsies, even!

It was good to head out to the 
desert Friday night leaving behind 
the cold, wet depressing weather. 
we’ve been having lately. 


This was the best enduro CRC 
has put on so far. The weekend 
was just perfect, just what the 
desert is all about before the really 
hot weather curtails riding. It was warm, 
welcome, and brought out the foxies in 
droves. 

The first “easy” loop was just 
challenging enough to give the 
Beginners, Powder Puffers and Minis 
some mild challenges in the form of 
not-too-difficult downhills, rolling fun

type terrain and a few rocks to give 
them some practice for the day they 
will be tackling the harder second loops. 
One of our better Powder Puffers 
zeroed the loop but most had to work 
at it a little and lost a few points at one 
of the three first-loop checks. The loop 
crossed Trona Road once. I was upset to 
find no flagman present. It turned out 
later that the individual sent out to man 
the flag went to the wrong road 
crossing. 

After a short 33 minute break 
between loops we tackled the second 
loop. Since there wasn’t a three mile 
speedo check we were expecting a check 
about 3.2 miles out after climbing a 
narrow switchback mining road and 
then dropping into a canyon. CRC 
tricked us though, it was waiting down 
the canyon at 3.6 miles (24 MPH 
average) and caught a lot of people late. 
It was possible to zero the check but 


you had to really hump and not get 
caught behind anyone slow as it was just 
about impossible to pass. We didn’t get 
lucky and hit it one minute late. To add 
insult to injury it was a tiebreaker. 
Team Bultaco also was late for the same 
reason and verbally protested to CRC 
honcho Jerry McNeal but CRC said the 
check will stand. Ratsafrass. 

For the next 20 miles or so it was a 
virtual Hare and Hound as the average 
kicked up to 30 MPH across the valley 
to the sand hills where it dropped back 
to a reasonable (?) 24 MPH. Let me tell 
you, you had to ride flat out (at least I 
did) to maintain the average. The dust 
was a problem and the trail was narrow 
with few opportunities to pass slower 
riders. The hills were just a blast going 
up and down up on the pegs as fast as 
you dared. When the course turned 
down the canyons it was “wall of 
death” time as we used the canyon walls 
for mind boggling berms. Just get up on 
the wall and gas it and you were 
perpendicular to the ground. Now that’s 
real fun, folks. Finally we turned up a 
canyon and there was the waiting check 
catching all those people late. The 
checker was just flipping the card over 
out of my minute as I slid up to the 
check all locked up. Just made it! I was 
really having a good time, 

The rest of the loop was somewhat 
tamer but a welcome rest with just one 
more check to catch the sloppy 
timekeepers. Then it was haul ass time 
into the finish of a good enduro. 

I should mention that the checks 
were manned (womanned?) by some of 
the best looking check-tootsies I have 
ever seen. Also Clint Sweet should be 
complimented for an absolutely first 
rate job in clocking in the checks and 
speed changes. My speedometer never 


- was off of their mileage more than 


one-half of a tenth. Quite a change from 
the Greenhorn of a couple. of weeks 
ago! The Pasadena MC should recruit 
Clint as their layout director. 

I heard of two zeros and five or six 
one-point-loss scores (mine included), so 
it was possible to zero the course but 
you had to have your stuff together to 
manage it. Everyone I talked to had a 
ball except for one poor soul who tried 
to really give the CRC photo guy a good 
picture and did a bad number doing all 
kind of things to his shoulder, I’d like to 
see a copy of that picture! 

The course marking was just superb. 
Plenty of ribbon and a whole bunch of 
arrows at each turn with wrong way 
signs to catch anyone who was blind 
and missed a turri. It was obvious that 
CRC put a lot of work into the course 
and it paid off in a fine enduro. e

When the AMA National Circuit 
moves back to the west in July, all 
four of the Nationals take on 
extra importance on what has 
already happened to date, 

The west hostsa mile again at 
San Jose, a TT at Castle Rock, 
Washington, a TT at Ascot and a 
road race at Laguna Seca. 

San Jose comes up first, on July 7th. 
Mert Lawwill still feels that he should 
have won it, so do two or three other 
riders who didn’t win. The key is that 
both Kenny Roberts and Gary Scott 
were off the track record pace set a year 
ago, even though they dueled the entire 
distance. 

The same cast, plus more, will be 
back on the 7th to try and turn it 
around. Nobody has won two straight 
mile Nationals since the late Fred Nix 
did it quite a few seasons ago. 

Castle Rock and Ascot are the two 





events that really churn the extra 
interest. Roberts has now won four of 
the five AMA National races but has 
never won a National TT. He finished a 
close second at Castle Rock last year 
and a distant second, after running 
third, at Ascot. 


Castle Rock and Ascot are the only -- 


two events of the same type this year that 
run back-to-back. Castle rock runs July 
13th, Ascot on the 20th. 

Should Roberts win either of these 
events he will accomplish in three 
seasons as an Expert what it took Dick 
Mann seventeen years to do in the 
Expert class, win every one of the five 
types of AMA Nationals offered every 
season. 

For the big show of the month, 
Ascot leads the others as it offers a 
half-mile on Friday night and a National 
TT on Saturday evening. Race followers 
know that the Friday night half-mile has 
all the makings of a National and often 
out-classes the big one the. following 
night. 

The Castle Rock event finds a 
half-mile the Thursday night prior, 
running at Salem, Oregon. This year it is 
an all-Expert show with a Junior and 
Novice invitation added for flavor. 
Friday night it’s up to Castle Rock for a 
Novice and Junior TT, giving the 
northwest the biggest weeked of the 
season, 

The last weekend in July falls to the 
road race at Laguna where Yvon 
DuHamel will try to make amends for 
throwing away the win last year in the 
final laps. 

It appears that Ken Roberts is the 
rider to beat at Laguna. Knowing 
Roberts, he will head west next month 
and try and win all four events. He’s the 
favorite at San Jose on the 7th, finished 
second at both Castle Rock and Ascot 
last year and was well up front at 
Laguna Seca a year ago. He could do it, 
but with today’s competition it is not 
likely. 

Another happy new race team 
sponsor is Lockhard Industries who 
manufacture and distribute oil coolers 
for cycles. Their new team of Tom 
Rockwood and Eddie Wirth combined 
to take out of Ascot the largest 
combined two-rider payoff in the 
history of the track the last Friday night 
in May. Well over the two grand mark. 

John Volkman is a happy Novice after 
his win at Atlanta. No controversy as to 
the winner was this time. The Daytona 
issue is still a hot topic in certain circles, 
however. 

Another happy rider after Atlanta 
was Ron Pierce. No sponsors came 
knocking at his door this year, so he 
bought his own machines and made 
good money in both the lightweight and 
National road races at the track set in 
the town with the unlikely racing name 
of Flowery Branch, Georgia. But with 
road racing so time-consuming and 
costly these days, Ron broke even at 
best. 

If you missed the May National mile 
at San Jose and want a good seat for the 
July 7th event, better call (408) 
438-3210. You can always find room to 
stand but good seats are limited for the 
race that calls itself “The Legend.” °

THE LITTLE BIKE THAT 
WINS THE BIG RACES 
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By John Overton 





The term “dual purpose” is an 
outdated advertising slogan as far 


as the 250 KTM/Penton goes. 
There are Pentons competing in 


every type of motorcycle event 
imaginable. The same model, with 
few changes other than those for 
personal preferences, blasted class 
number one desert racer Mark Adent to 
three successive overall wins in the 
Mojave. It powered Buck Murphy to 
second 250 Expert at the Daytona 
motocross and carried Carl Cranke to 
first overall at the Shamrocks’ and Ft. 
Hood ISDT Qualifiers. There’s even a 
guy in Florida road racing a 
Penton ...and winning. Winning 
anything and everything that’s a 
motorcycle event is what Penton is all 
about. 

These bikes are manufactured in 
Austria from high quality components 
and materials. A quick walk-around 
reveals things like Akront rims, Metzeler 
tires, Ceriani forks, Girling shocks, VDO 
speedometer, Bing carburetor, Motoplat 
ignition, Chrome-moly frame, fiberglass 
tank and magnesium hubs and engine 
cases. Attention to detail is apparent, 
with a profusion of Nyloc aircraft nuts, 
a fork slider boot with molded-in brake 
cable router, and a gas cap connected to 
the tank by a chain so it will never fall 
in the dirt or get lost. 

I entered two National 
Championship enduros; the Red Garter 
in Southern Califormmia and the 49’er in 
Northem California. Between the two 
events, we encountered a lot of difficult 
and extremely varied terrain (narrow 
trails; loose, rocky hills; deep water 
crossings; dusty fire roads; lush 
mountain meadows; slick, wood-strewn 
logging areas; oozing mud; high-speed 
asphalt; choppy sandwashes). The 
Penton 250 handled every situation 
with relative ease, never struggling and, 
in fact, breezing through even the 
cobbiest terrain in smooth fashion. 

We should mention that some 


changes are required before the Penton 
can perform up to its capabilities. The 
Girling shocks on earlier models are 
given a well-aimed toss at the nearest 
garbage can. With a 160 pound rider 
aboard, only an inch of poorly damped 
travel remains and this quickly 
disappears once under way. The result is 
a terrible “pogo” action with the entire 
bike jarring and rocking badly. New 
KONI 80s come standard on current 
model Penton/KTM 250s and are 
available as a trade-in item for all 250 
owners — at cost. 

An indication of the excellent 
handling lurking in the Penton frame 
and geometry is the fact that the rear 
end never hopped from side to side, no 
matter how treacherous the ground 
being traversed. Once a set of KONIs 
was installed, that hidden handling 
appeared. Never again did the Penton 
kick up its ass end, The good damping 
units should still be standard on a bike 
of this caliber, and now, they are. 


Another acutely needed change 
involves the forks. While the damping 
and progressive action of the Cerianis 
are good, they are sprung very softly. A 
one-inch spacer preloads the springs 
enough: for enduro riding, but may be 
necessary for desert work. A one-inch 
(or so) piece of Husky fork spring works 
well. If you weigh 135 pounds they’ll 
probably work splendidly as is. 
Actually, I prefer to see forks arrive 
sprung too softly rather than too hard. 
Spacers are simple and easy to cut, but 
how do you soften up a stiff spring? 

Once these changes are made the 
Hare Scrambler becomes one of the 
finest handlers availabic — completely 
neutral and willingly responsive. The 
Penton is a very precise bike, enabling 
even the average rider to pick any line 
and hold it. 





On fire roads we could hang the rear 
out with power on and slide corners in 
complete control, A long wheelbase and 
plenty of fork lock makes sliding-out 
very unlikely. With power off, the 
Penton still slides beautifully, never 
hinting at a high-side. The same large 
turning angle of the forks that makes 
sliding so much fun allows tight, 
low-speed turns to be made . in 
surprisingly small areas. This versatility 
in handling is what helps the Penton to 
win one week in the desert, and the 
next week at an enduro. 

When taking jumps at speed, the 
front naturally assumes a high attitude. 
By shifting rider weight forward the 
front can be kept down, or brought to 
any attitude and height the rider wishes. 
This sort of neutrality on the bike’s part 
complements its versatility. Handling 
like this requires more involvement 
from the rider. No effort, just 
involvement. The rider tells the bike 
what to do through throttle and body 
movements and the bike responds. The 
Penton demands a confident, aggressive 
style, and responds accordingly. 

Besides excellent handling, the 
versatility inherent in the Penton 250 
demands a flexible, powerful engine. 
Power is something the Penton produces 
throughout a wide RPM range. While 
you can feel the engine come on the 
pipe rather strongly, so in that sense it is 
slightly peaky, there is so much power 
present outside the powerband that the 
engine remains a willing puller from low 
RPM. Couple this ability to pull 
strongly from down low with peak 
horsepower equal to that of faster stock 
motocrossers and, again, the result is 
amazing versatility and almost universal 
appeal. 

The construction and design of this 
wonder engine from’ KTM is really 
fascinating. As previously mentioned, 
the cases and side covers are all 
magnesium, resulting in an extremely 
lightweight engine package, lighter, in 
fact, than the Penton/KTM 175 motor. 
The cylinder barrel is alloy with a 
pressed-in liner and massive finning. 
Rather elaborate porting consists of the 
usual intake and exhaust ports, plus 
four transfers and two boosters. The 
boost ports, placed in the rear of the 
cylinder, breathe through a horizontal 
slot in the back of the cast aluminum 
piston. 

Fuel is dutifully mixed by a 36mm 







































































Bing carb. The Bing meters the premix 
smoothly and precisely, allowing good 
throttle control and even response. It 
allows the luxury of an idle and even 
permits the engine to continue to run 
with the bike lying on its side. If the 
engine dies, though, while on its side, it 
will load-up. This was the only occasion 
during the two enduros | could make 
the Penton even hint at four-stroking. 
Even when loaded-up after a get-off, 
three kicks with the throttle wide open 
had it running cleanly again. I was never 
forced to reach for the wrench and a 
fresh spark plug. 

A six-speed transmission wit! 
beautifully spaced cogs and impeccabl 
manners guarantees full command ofall 
the engine’s power. With the exception 
of first-to-second-to-first, which requires 
a ‘deliberate shift, all shifts are 
“snick-snick” with or without the 
clutch. First gear is super low and allows 
plonking along at a walking pace while 
sixth is for fire roads and very fast 
desert racers. Top speed is around 80 
MPH. The clutch itself, though, must be 
in close to perfect adjustment or it slips. 
It may be the one chronic weakness of 
the machine. 

We found the Penton to be 
completely waterproof without 
modification. During the 49’er, we 
crossed streams where water washed 
completely over the engine, muffling its 
sound and the exhaust pipe was totally 
submerged. The engine never missed al 
beat and we powered off while other 
riders cursed and started pulling spark 
plugs. This refusal to be affected by 
moisture can be attributed to thel 
well-sealed, pointless Motoplat ignition 
and the under-tank air intake. As on all 
new Pentons, portholes high in th 
frame backbone pick up air and duct it 
through the frame to the air cleaner and] 
still-air chamber, which are accessed 
through adequately tight removable side 
panel. 

Along with deep water, we put th 
Penton into mud over the hubs, and 
naturally the shouldered Akronts 
retained about 10 pounds of it 
Shoulderless rims would seem mor 
appropriate on a machine of this caliber 
and certainly would be greatly 
preferred. A set of good, spring-loaded 
serrated foot pegs would be appreciated 
also. The standard items are slippe 
and made from lightweight metal. The 
bend easily in a fall. Worse still, the pegs

are two-piece, and a problem has arisen 
with the spot welds fracturing. When 
this happens, the upper peg surface 
breaks off leaving only a slippery stub. 
The best bet is to weld the pegs full 
length before the bike is dropped. 

But this is not a bike you want to 
drop, either, All that red fiberglass will 
crack or, at best, scratch easily. The 
alloy Magura levers don’t bend,’ the 


_ result being a broken lever base (I know 


because it happened, even with the lever 
mounted closely on the handlebars). 
The handlebars themselves do not bend 
because they pivot forward in a fall no 
matter how tight the clamps are. The 


sonly way to return them to position is 


by loosening the clamps, since you're 
unlikely to match the force of a fall just 


« by tugging on them. 


The new rubber-mounted enduro 
pipe now includes a spark arrestor, 
enabling the bike to be ridden in forest 
areas. The spark arrestor is contained in 
a removable reversed-cone chrome 
Inside the outer pipe is an 
expansion chamber complete with 
stinger. The dead space around the 
perforated stinger is packed with 
fiberglass and the resultant sound is — 
not much. A side benefit of the 
well-silenced pipe is the report that the 
enduro model Penton is actually quicker 
off the line than the motocross model, 
due to a smoother, wider power spread 
down low. Getting power to the ground 
is the name of the game. 

In an effort to provide the ultimate 
enduro competition bike, Penton has 


y added a new 2.8 gallon tank, a six-days

replica plastic rear fender, and a seat 


»with additional padding. The tank, 
holding enough gas to complete a 
fifty-mile loop, is held on by the 


familiar leather strap. Removal takes 


»rabout a minute. The new fender has a 
»molded in tail light mount and flat 
) license plate area.

The extra padding in the seat is a 
good idea, but unfortunately it is too 
soft. The result is a sore rump after a 
day’s riding from bouncing on the seat 
base. Additionally, the ‘fender hump 
forces the rider to the front of the seat. 
If you try to slide back, and you’re 
shorts, the constant sliding 
forward again will soon have them 
feeling like a pair of stranglers. It does 


~tend to hinder your concentration 


somewhat. 


Firmer padding is the only 
answer. 





Because of the large tank and thick 
seat this model is better suited to desert 
racing than the motocross model. In 
fact, the enduro model is a much more 
versatile, all-around fun bike. It even 
comes with MX-model handlebars. 

With an awareness of the enduro 
rider’s needs obvious in most of the 
changes on the ‘74 model, we can’t 
understand the conspicuous absence of 
the tool bag and rack which used to 
come in Penton’s enduro kit, They 
aren’t included with the new enduro 
model Penton. A tool kit is included: 
fairly complete and of good quality, but 
falls short by not including an 
axle-nut-size wrench. You can’t even 
adjust the chain without additional 
tools and now you have no place to 
carry them. 

Other features, some new, include a 
redesigned speedo mount which is 
strong and well positioned on the 
handlebar cross brace; a paper air 
cleaner that clogs with damp dirt and 
cuts engine power noticeably (but keeps 
mud and wet sand out of the 
carburetor); a 4.50 Metzeler rear 
knobby that gets super traction and 
wears amazingly well; paint on the mag 
side cases that flakes off around the 
shifter and brake lever; and a convenient 
sidestand which stays up and out of the 
way when not in use. As with all bikes, 
some good and some bad. 

After 250 miles of competitive riding 
on the Penton I can say there is no 
other motorcycle available to the public 
at any price as fast and versatile as the 
Penton Hare Scrambler Enduro, I can 
also safely say you won’t pay more for 
an enduro bike than the $1664.50 it 
will cost you to roll the 250 Penton out 
the door. If you want to license it for 
events requiring highway legality, the 
price creeps over $1700 — a 
psychologically terrifying proposition 
for a dirt bike that Everyman will want. 

If it helps to ease the trauma any, 
add up the cost of a winning motocross 
mount, desert sled and enduro bike, and 
the total will be significantly higher 
than the price of one 250 Penton. Then 
there’s the lower cost of maintaining, 
registering, and insuring only one bike. 
The rationalization could go on and on. 
But it’s necessary, because once you see 
and ride the Hare Scrambler you’ll have 
to have one, It isn’t without fault, but 
it’s head and shoulders above everything 
else. e

NISSEBJERGET, DENMARK, JUNE 3 
Big news before the race had 
Swede and former World Champ 
Bengt Aberg apparently sign a 
two-year contract to ride GPs for 
Bultaco. 

Aberg’s Cheney is being returned to 
England this week, and the John Banks 
replica four-strokes will never again be 
seen in World Championship 
competition. Eric Cheney tells me he 
can no longer afford the time and 
money to compete with the big foreign 
factories, and will shelve any ideas 
about building further GP prototypes. 
His small output of the big thumpers 
will go almost exclusively to American 
importer Alan Greenwood. 

Organization at the Monday race was 
bad, with the Danes obviously unused 
to running a major motocross, The track 
was a dull 1.24 miles long with a couple 
of big ups and down, and a lot of sand 
at the back of the circuit which had 
riders floundering. 

First moto 

Despite Flying Finn Heikki Mikkola’s 
early success and current massive lead in 
the 500 class, one man left no doubts 
last week as to who is the fastest 500 
motocross rider in the world. 

Reigning World Champion Roger 
DeCoster (Suz) dominated both practice 
and racing, through his presence and 
mastery of the track conditions. He shot 


‚into the first turn in front and led easily 


for the first 15 minutes, before the 
brackets supporting his exhaust pipe at 
the rear of the frame broke and he had 
to pull out. 

That left Mikkola with an undisputed 
view to the front, and German Adolf 
Weil (Mai) way out of reach behind, But 
the real excitement was happening 
behind. the leading pair where Brad 
Lackey was fighting over third with 
Gerrit Wolsink (Suz) and Jaak van 
Velthoven (Yam). Brad’s good ride 
lasted for 30 or the 45 minutes, until he 
retired with ignition trouble, leaving van 
Velthoven in third at the flag. 


Second moto 

DeCoster had his exhaust pipe bolted 
up good and strong for the second race, 
and he made no mistakes, leading 
virtually from start to finish over 
Mikkola. Heikki’s second place finish 
was good enough to push him further 
ahead in GP points for the World 
Championship. 

Arne Kring (Hus) hung onto third in 
the second round, just robbing Brad of 
another two GP points after hectic 
pursuit by his teammate. But, despite 
his first race troubles, it was a good day 
for Brad, proving that he’s finally gotten 
down to business in Grand Prix. That 
fact has surprised a lot of people in 
Europe. 

The second race was rather depleted, 
with only 13 finishers. Bengt Aberg was 
hit by a big rock, and his arm swelled up 
like a watermelon, so he was out. Jaak 
van Velthoven retired with gearbox 
troubles, Ake Jonsson’s suspension 
collapsed completely. Crazy Russian, 
Victor Popenko, was out due to damage 
caused by rubbing his CZ down the 
rough track — on its side. ©

Jim was less than happy 
on the tough English track since he had 
only the Sunday morning practice 
session to learn all the right turns. 

“It’s just no good,” he said, “I can’t 
remember which turn comes next.” 

Jim didn’t arrive in Portsmouth until 
late Saturday night after flying in from 
Madrid. He should have arrived on 
Friday, but was delayed by Spanish 
customs. He’d gone back to-Spain after 
the Yugoslav GP, leaving mechanics 
Arnie and Rubio to take the bikes to 
England while he collected all their 
expense money from the Barcelona 
factory.

Dirt Bike did a test ona 
fork kit back about two months ago and 
Super Hunk gave me a call when they 
were doing the test (this was before the 
article came out) and said they really 
did the job. I don’t know who makes 
them but seems like they only cost 
somewhere around 15 bucks.

Allsport Steens has Ceriani Fork kits 
for most bikes, this would be a 
complete front end and your local 
dealer could order it for you, probably 
for about $150.00. Pd try a fork kit 
first. 


More Suzuki 400 power 


After reading your article for some 
time I cannot help but think you know 
your stuff. I am writing for your help. I 
have purchased a new TM 400 from the 
Suzuki distributor in California. I took 
the motor apart, beveled some of the 
gears, removed the oil pump, (welding 
up the area around there), and cleaned 
up and polished all the ports. I did not 
make any of them bigger, but I did mill 
off the intake side and weld a CZ 400 
DH reed valve and manifold to it. I then 
installed a 38mm Mikuni. ‘I also 
purchased a first over bore Venolia 
piston for it. The motor has not been run 
as yet as Iam writing for a frame from 
Trackmaster. 





The bike will be for hillclimbs and 
fast desert here in Washington. 

What I would like to know ts: 

(1) would you consider slipping me a 
little good advice on what else I might 
try to gain more power from the TM 
400? 

(2) I know that you probably make 
the best expansion chambers that can be 
had. Will you make one for me? (For 
the reed valve motor.) 

(3) If so please send me the cost and 
Iwill send a check now.

Ron it sounds like you have things 
under control, Looking back at some of 
my lay out sheets on 400 Suzuks, I 
come up with a exhaust time of 87 
degrees and 30 degrees on the transfers. 
For what you are going to use the bike 
for I would open the eyebrows up just a 
little then polish the port real good, but 
1 wouldn’t raise it any. So the cylinder 
will fill a little better raise the leading 
edge of the transfer ports .050. This will 
give you a 2.5 degree lead, and will help 
pull in a little more midrange torque. 

As for the reed pipe, no problem, put 
your bike in a box and ship it to me. 
But since you like to tinker yourself 
there is another way out. I can build 
you a trick reed pipe kit with easy to 
follow instructions for $45.47. 


Low end Monarks 


I own two Monarks, both of which I 
use for enduros. Could you please give 
me some tips on how I could get more 
low end power? In mid-range and 
high-range I have plenty but in the 
lower range I need more. 

Part of the problem seems to be that 
the engine easily loads up when the 
RPM drops.

Be sure your timing is set at 3.0mm. 
Also try a 276 needle jet and a 45 pilot 
jet with the needle clip in the middle 
notch. For a main jet for your area I’d 
start off with a 135. One other thing 
that might be worth looking at would 
be the mag crank seal, I’ve seen them 
leak and the engine would run but have 
zero horsepower. 

I can help you out some with a pipe. 
Only other way out is the reed valve 
trip, or a 150cc kit. 


Right in front 


I have a small problem with my 
CR125M Honda. It is suspension, At the 
beginning of my ride, the suspension 
isn’t too bad, but as soon as the 
suspension warms up, it bad side hops 
plus up and down. I have lost some skin 
as a result. 

I don’t really know what is wrong. 
Maybe it is because some of the oil leaks 
out after it is warmed up or maybe it is 
just the rider.

The total weight of bike and rider is 
295 pounds so I thought I would get a 
set of. KONI shocks and put the right 
weight of oil in along with a pair of light 
springs and set them up for the bike. 
Now my question is what would I do 





with the front of the bike? I would 
appreciate your opinion on the above. If 
you think this would take care of my 
problem, please advise me on the weight 
of oil to use and what spring rate I 
should use.

Mark, I went over to Honda and 
stopped by the Racing Department and 
talked to a couple of the riders. What 
they are doing is running spacers on top 
of their fork springs and using anywhere 
from 10 to 30 weight fork oil. There are 
two types of fork oil that I use: the new 
silicon oil made by Poppy Co. and 
Molly Blue, made by the H.R.L. people. 

I would make the spacers out of 
aluminum, about three quarter inch 
long. This will raise the spring back up 
to where it was before it sacked out. 
Hang in there. Arnaco will have a fork 
kit in the near future that should solve 
all your problems. 


Shock length and spring tension 


Would you please explain the proper 
procedure for determining rear shock 
length and spring tension? I am 
particularly concerned about setting up 
my new 175 MX Yamaha for 
motocross. My weight varies between 
165 and 175 pounds.

Ken, on a stock frame it’s not wise to 
run a shock any longer than stock 
because it will throw off your frame 
geometry. 

The only shock I know of that 
doesn’t fall into this rule is the Curnutt 
long travel shock which is built special 
for each rider’s weight and use. 

For you I would say a spring weight 
of 60/90 would be about right. I don’t 
know how to tell you to figure out the 
right spring weight other than try them; 
If they're too soft you .will be 
bottoming out, if they’re too stiff your 
backsides will let you know in a short 
while. e 


July 31 deadline for 
vehicle registration 


By July 31 almost every motor 
vehicle in California not carrying a 
license plate entitling it to use 
California steets and highways 
must display an off-highway 
vehicle (ORV) identification 
sticker, Department of Motor 
Vehicles Director Robert Cozens 
reminded vehicle owners today. 

Renewal notices are being mailed this 
week to owners of 130,000 
already-registered OHV’s, he 
announced. A $15 renewal fee — good 
for two years and payable every 
even-numbered year — is due during 
July. 

Authorities believe tens of thousands 
of vehicles which are never placed on 
public pavement remain unregistered 
because their owners assume the OHV 
registration law doesn’t apply to them. 
But the law allows virtually no 
exemptions from the registration 
requirement except for’ some farm, 
logging and special construction rigs. 

Off-highway vehicles include all 
classes of motorcycles, minibikes, trail 
bikes, snowmobiles, dune buggies and 
all-terrain vehicles. To be towed, or 
transported on a highway in another 
vehicle, they must display the OHV 
sticker. Late registration penalties raise 
the OHV fee to $18 after July 31st and 
$30 after August 30th. 

Six dollars of the two-year 
registration fee goes to the State 
Department of Parks and Recreation for 
the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund. This 
fund then is ued for acquisition and 
development of facilities for 
off-highway vehicles, with local agencies 
contributing at least 25 percent of the 
total cost. 

Of the balance of the registration fee, 
$5 is retained by DMV for 
administrative expenses and $4 is 
rebated to cities and counties.

Greenhorn 

In Ron Schneiders’ coverage of 
the Greenhorn Enduro he quite 
correctly severely criticized the 
Pasadena M.C. for horribly 
inaccurate mileage, no sweep, 
layout underserving of National 
Championship status, etc. In these 
respects the Greenhorn was sadly 
lacking. 

Here are my comments on what I 
thought about the run. I have not been 
riding the ‘Horn for 20 years like some 
SoCal riders; this was my second, last 
year was my first. Perhaps, in future 
years, I may lose some of my

I enjoyed this year’s Greenhorn more 
than last year, mostly since the start and 
finished in Pasadena were much more in 
the tradition of past Greenhorn 
Enduros.

When we hit the last 
gas stop at Pearblossom, the adrenalin 
really started to flow. We were totally 
pumped. Our three man “B” team was 
still intact and, by God, we were all 
going to finish even if we had to tow 
one of us over the mountains. 

It was really a thrill coming over the 
mountains and catching the first glimpse 
of Pasadena thousands of feet below us.

Whittaker WKR 3-gallon 
plastic gas tank

The Whittaker enduro tank is a three 
gallon universal type tank which we 
mounted on a Honda XL-250 for 
testing. Being designed to fit a wide 
range of motorcycles has its limitations 
at times. Ín the case of the XL-250 (and 
also on the Honda MT-250) the petcock 
interfered with the cylinder head. Give 
up? Not us. We installed a 90 degree 
fitting where the petcock normally fits 
into the tank and installed the petcock 
in the gas line. It worked and what more 
fitting (pun not intended) test for our 
installation than the 500-mile 
Greenhorn Enduro? The . tank came 
through just fine increasing the range of 
the Honda by 40 miles or so. The stock 
XL-250 tank holds just 2.1 gallons. The 
shape of the tank is a little unusual but 
proved very practical. 

It was slim at the rear so you weren’t 
riding like a bowlegged cowboy and 
allowed you to get your weight forward 
when needed without interference. Glad 
to recommend the tank but wish they 
would move the petcock more towards 
the rear, 


Enduro Chart Paper

This pre-printed enduro chart-paper is 
just the thing for sloppy printers like 
me. Most route charts are made up on 
plain adding machine tape and I have a 
tendency to write my computations 
more and more crookedly until finally 
it’s hard to match up the time and 
mileage. I used the pre-printed chart 
paper at the Granny II and Greehnorn 
enduros and am pleased with it. The 
papers come printed with lines %” 
apart and minutes incremented by one 
for 12 hours. All you have to do is fill in 
the times and the mileage. A bonus is a 
conversion chart for 1-40 MPH averages. 
The only thing I would ask to be 
changed is to allow a little more paper 
at the start of the roll and move the 
numbers over a little more toward the 
center (which may have already been 
done). At $1.95 for a 12 hour roll it 
seems reasonable as this is enough for 
two family enduros, 1 long enduro, or 
half of a 500 miler like the Greenhorn. 
For $4.95 they'll sell you 36 hours 
worth. 


Speaking of enduro charts, do you 
have the problem of making a mistake 
using a felt tip pen, then have a mess 
trying to correct? Well trot on down to 
your friendly neighborhood stationary 
store and for a dollar or so buy a little 
bottle of “Liquid Paper” correction 
fluid. This stuff is used by typists when 
they make a boo-boo. Just brush it on 


over your mistake, wait a moment for it 
to dry and write right over it. Neat, 
huh? This tip may be almost as good as 
the diaper tip in “Dirt Rider.”

T & C Helmet

helmet until I tried one of the new T&C 
hats. They make the chin section stick 
out farther, giving more inside 
clearance. The helmet is very 
comfortable to wear. It’s light but seems 
to be constructed very well. The T&C 
helmet meets all the specifications 
except Snell, and comes in metalflake or 
plain colors. 


The difference between 
Enduros and ISDT 

The recent ISDT Qualifier put on by 
the Shamrocks M.C. proved that a 
qualifier and an enduro in no way, 
shape, or form resembled each other. 

When I decided to enter I knew I 
would not be competitive with the likes 
of the Pentons, Gene Cannady, etc., et. 
al., but I figured what the heck, it would 
be an experience. And the hope of a 
bronze or even a silver medal was my 
goal. 

We unloaded our bikes and I took 
mine right over to the sound test to get 
it checked, If it didn’t pass the test 
everything else was for nothing, because 
I wouldn’t be allowed to run. The 
checker OK’d my bike and told me that 
some riders were stuffing steel wool, 
Brillo pads and whatever up their 
silencers to pass the test. One guy had 


* just gotten the OK when a whole mess 


of Brillo pads blew out the silencer and 
landed at the tester’s feet. Needless to 
say the bike was rejected. 

After a light breakfast we went over 
to watch some of the earlier riders take 
off. You had to get your bike started 
and ride it over the penalty line within 
one minute or you get 20 penalty 
points added to your score. 

Finally it was my turn and as I 
pushed up to the line I said a small 
prayer that my scooter would start. A 
lot of people were watching. First kick 
it lit and I was off on the roughest ride 
of my life. A couple of miles of asphalt 
road and then on to a powerline road 
and then off into what was to become a 
long day of rocks. Big rocks, little rocks, 
round rocks, jagged rocks — you name it 
they had it. I know they had other 
terrain in the run but the rocks are all 
that stick in my mind. 

I was moving along pretty good when 
some dude on a Can-Am blew by me 
like I was tied to a rock. How deflating! 
It’s just unbelievable how fast some of 
those guys really are. Not just on the 
easier trails but in the real rough stuff. 

Finally I came into the first gas 
check. I was hoping I was early so I 
could drink some Gatorade and rest my 
bod, but no such luck, for I was five 
minutes late. My pit crew threw some 
gas in and off I went for a long, 60-mile 
ride which put some of the harder 
enduros to shame. I don’t know exactly 
why the Shamrocks have this rock 
fetish, but it was becoming rather 
irritating. 

The course has really taken its toll. 
Jack Penton limps in with a foot that 
looks broken. A Prospector gets gas, 
leaves and soon comes back. His frame 
has cracked in half. He is thankful it 
didn’t go all at once at speed. 

Only about 40 or 50 finished the 
first day of over 160 who started. Only 
28 riders finished both days.

corresponding number of fast, hard 
descents. The drizzle kept the dust 
down, making it a near ideal surface for 
good motocross — simultaneously 
slippery and rough. The leaders were 
lapping in just over three minutes. 
Although Harry Everts had unofficial 
2m.58s, during Saturday’s practice, the 
fastest man in timing was Torlief 
Hansen, followed by Maisch and Rulev. 
Main technical interest was new rear 
suspension on the factory KTMs. These 
appear to be springless gas units with a 
tube joining both units acting as a 
compensator, After riding with these 
and the standard gas-oil Cerianis, 
Moisseiev and Rulev opted for the trick 
ones in the GP. 


Moto one 

Torlief Hansen was the quickest at 
the gate — as he was to be in the second 
moto — broadsliding confidently ahead 
of the pack into the first turn 
completely sideways. Right behind him 
came British Bultaco riders Malcolm 
Davis and Vic Allan. Harry Everts (Puc) 
was fifth, with Moisseiev (KTM) on his 
tail, and Falta way back in seventeenth 
on the first lap. } 

Malcolm Davis knows this circuit like 
the back of his hand, and rode well for 
the first five circuits, before he and 
Allan were overhauled by Everts. Davis 
began to get tired and slipped back, but 
Allan set off in pursuit of the 
super-quick Belgian. 

Up front, Hansen stalled on one of 
the hairpins when his back wheel 
hopped off the ground, and Everts was 
right up on him as they came to the hill. 
Down the descent, Everts took the lead, 
though the Swede fought up alongside 
him over the next crest, he could not 
hold him. The springs in his rear shocks 
were breaking up, bouncing his back 
wheel recklessly over the bumps — but 
Torlief didn’t slow up. 

Within a lap, Allan was alongside, 
then past, holding him off at each turn 
as the Swede fought back. For six laps 
they tussled; Hansen pushing and Allan 
looking confident, closing the door on 
him every time. So fast was their pace, 
they. caught leader Everts just as the 
Belgian was starting to get ragged after 
forty exhausting minutes. The crowd 





went wild, urging the Scots Bul pilot on, 
- but just as he was about to move in, his 


Tealeaf (as Brad calls him) Kawasakied the hole shot in both motos 
followed by Russian Rybaltchenko (24) and Scot Vic Allan (27). 








back wheel swung out wildly and 
uncontrollably. A sharp rock tore a 
three-inch gash in his rear tread and 
Everts got a reprieve with two laps to 
go. 
Hansen took the opportunity, as the 
fishtailing Allan tried to press on, and 
nailed second, __ 

Moisseiev got through the pack to 
take third, and Falta just avoided 


Allan’s sweeping back wheel to move. 


into fourth in sight of the checkered 
flag. 

Well out of the running, the Suzuki 
team of Joel Robert and Gaston Rahier 
struggled home at the bottom of the 
points, but neither they nor teammate 
Sylvain Geboers finished the second 
moto, with obvious handling problems 
trying the DeCoster-style angled rear 
shocks. 


Second moto 

Hansen led from the gate again, with 
Rulev pushing him hard in the early 
stages. British hopes were dashed early, 
as Allan fell, jamming his throttle open. 
Davis was struck by a rock dislocating 
two fingers. But two men were to 
dominate the moto: Jaroslav Falta and 
Hans Maisch —both behind Hansen. 


Falta, riding like a future champion, 
was right on Hansen’s tail at halfway 
point, sweeping up beside him on the 
faster straights, and nipping in at every 
turn, First he got by, then Hansen 
fought back past. Then, on lap nine, 
Falta pulled out the stops outbraking 
the Swede down hill, and rocketing up 
the next ascent. Once out in front, Falta 
looked unbeatable. But, on lap 12 as he 
landed off the fast artificial jump, his 
back tire collapsed against the rim, 
sending the Czech into a 50-yard maniac 
wheelie. Somehow, he controlled it, and 
stayed on the CZ. 

But Hansen had seen it, and was up 
on him, overpowering him on one of the 
uphills. But unbelievably, Falta, flat tire 
and all, outbraked him down the steep 
descent and led up the next hill. It 
couldn’t last, though. Falta had to drop 
off the pace if he wanted to win any GP 
points at all. 

Maisch’s mechanic frantically 
signalled to Hans, who was touring 
around back in third, He got the 
message, turned on the Maico, and 
caught and passed the unfortunate 
Falta. Then came Moisseiev, happy to 
see his nearest rival for _ the 
championship floundering around on a 


flat. A less-than-happy Everts, followed 
by Pavel Rulev (KTM) and Belgian 
Raymond Boven on Montesa exerted 
themselves to rub in Falta’s 
disappointment. 

Hansen took the flag, master of the 
day, and demonstrated who was in 
charge with his grandstanding antics, 
Though the crowd appreciated Hansen’s 
handstands, as big a cheer, a real 
standing ovation in fact, was awarded to 
the man who struggled home seventh, 
Jaroslav Falta (CZ). e

YAMAHA MX 175

According to rule-of-thumb, the 
optimum size engine for a motor- 
cycle rider should displace approx- 
imately one cubic centimeter per 


pound of rider weight. By this 
standard, the yellow Yamaha 175 
MX, at 171cc should fit the major- 
ity of people. And it does. Taking 
hold of the handlebars and gripping the 
seat with your knees, it feels like a 
smaller bike, more on the order of a 
125. It is light enough to be flung 
about, using the bumps and grinds and 
hip-slings that motocrossers employ, 
and it will dance all over the track like a 
good partner. Where you lead, it 
follows. 

The aggressive engine is tuned to 
develop most of its power in the top 
few hundred RPM. It is a racing motor, 
not a slogger. You buzz it high off the 
line and feed the clutch in carefully, 
balancing rear wheel slippage with the 
desire of the light front wheel to come 
up. and you stay crouched over the 
handlebars until the chain is pulling well 
on the pipe, while punching the kill 
button and kicking up higher and higher 
gears until your land speed equals the 
pull. 

Then rock well back on the pegs, 
keeping the throttle on and your knees 
bent, steering with body English and 
those sudden slings like some jerseyed 
adagio dancer. That is the way to ride 
the Yamaha 175 MX. After a few laps 
around the old MX course you learn 
which gears you have to be in to keep 
the speed where you want it with the 
throttle pegged on that narrow power 
band, and you start to evaluate the 
handling. Frankly, it needs help. 

The forks and shocks are not up to 
the job on a rough course. We didn’t 
have the Yammy long enough to 
experiment with fork oils and shock 
units, so we compensated by hanging 
our buns well off the back of the seat 
and trying to unicycle over everything. 
This style forced the rear end to its limit 
and almost convinced us that the 
handling was unsuitable for over-150 Ib. 
riders. Better (Betor?) shocks and 
thicker fork oil might help. The stock 
shocks worked fairly well until 
heat-fade set in. And the forks seem to 
have plenty of travel. It’s just that it is 
all taken up at the first rise in the real 
estate and then the handlebars start 
rebounding wildly. 

Turning smooth corners the handling 
was splendid. It would go in very fast 
and come out straight just by 
unconsciously leaning in the desired 
direction and then allowing the machine 
to come back vertical. 

Turning was quick, owing to a 
combination of 53 inch wheelbase and 
short trail, but there was never a 
noticeable tendency to pivot around the 
front wheel axle. . 

Starting was easy, one or two kicks 
against fairly high compression, and the 
Mikuni carburetor lets the motor idle 
for hours without loading up. However 
if it is ridden below the power range for 
any time, there is a rather long wait for 
the scavenging to overcome a rich 
mid-range mixture and clean out enough’ 
to climb on the pipe. Here is where the 
easy-shifting gearbox and its five 
nicely-spaced speeds are appreciated. 
Removing the Autolube and running 
40:1 premix would probably make it 
respond better. 

The exhaust pipe cracked at the 
stinger during our field test. It bulges in 
the way of getting at the carburetor 
slide. 

Brakes, fenders and controls are up 
to motocross standards. The Yamaha 
175. MX impressed us favorably. It 
needs the usual sorting-out and 
attention to setup and maintenance, but 








we can recommend it to medium-weight 
racers who want to go fast for not a lot 
of money and who will appreciate a 
MXer that is basically all there. Oh, did 
we remember to say it’s fast? e
